Santa BarBara, Jan. 26.—Ramon 
Lopez was hung this morning for the 
murder of Mary Descello, October 20, 
1890. About 150 people were present 
in the jail yard. Lopez slept well last 
night and ate a hearty breakfast this 
morning. He said farewell to his 
mother and brother last night, and 
the priest was His only attendant this 
morning. Lopez mounted the gallows 
with a crucifix clasped to his breast. 
Father Cam piona addressed the crowd, 
briefly saying Lopez asked him to say 
he acknowledged the crime, and that 
the punishment was just. At 10 
o’clock the Sheriff gave the signal. 
Lopez neck was broken and death was 
instantaneous. The body was taken 
to the undertakers and will be buried 
to-morrow. 

Lopez forced his attentions on the 
girl and when he learned she was en- 
gaged to another he shot and killed 
her.

Unprecedented Storm.

New York, Jan. 26.—The city is 
still isolated this morning, telegraphic 
communication being only partially 
restored. Large forces of men are at 
work clearing the streets of. fallen 
poles and broken wires and the whole 
force of the police and fire depart- 
ments are doing patrol duty to guard 
against fires, as all fire alarm wires 
within the city are still down and the 
streets rendered almost tmpassable 
by fallen poles and tangled wires. It 
is believed the large force of men at 
work will have communication re- 
stored by evening. The weather is 
clear and cold. 

At 1 o’clock this afternoon the As- 


west began to arrive and were the 
first news dispatches from the outside 
world since last night. The Ticker 
service of this city is still suspended 
and business at most of the exchanges 
is almost at a stand still. The cotton 
and coffee exchanges are doing noth- 
ing. The wires of the maritime ex- 
change are all down and revenue cut- 
lers have been pressed into service. 

At 3 r. u. the telegraphic situation 
is very slowly fmproving; the West- 
ern Union now has one wire to Albany, 
one to Buffalo, and one to Chicago. 
For New Englaud everything has to 
still go by train to New Haven. Not 
a wire is yet working between this 
city and Philadelphia or points south. 
PatLapetpuis, Jan. 26.—The snow 
is heavy this morning and a number 
of small freight wrecks have been re- 
ported. The damage to property by 
the snow is large. Throughout New 
Jersey the trains are obliged to feel 
their way, asthe telegraph poles and 
wires are all down. It will take days 
to repair the damages. The mails are 
from one to teu hours late. The great- 
est delay and damage is near the 
coast, between Sandy Hook and this 
city ; damage to the electrical com pan- 
ies of this city is estimated at half a 
million dollars. All the wires between 
this city and New York are still down.

The Ingalls men are relying on the 
old soldier element in the Alliance 
throwing themselves on the side of 
Ingalls, wren he shall march into the 
House from the Senate chamber. 
Some knowing ones are sure that no 
caucus action on earth can prevent 
this. 

One of these prophets says: To- 
morrow petitions will be read in the 
House from every Grand Army Post 
in Kansas, asking for the re-election 
of Ingalls, These petitions will not 
come from the posts themselves, but 
from leading men in each post. This 
will get around the objection that the 
G. A. R. is non- political.“ 

Ingalls’ organization is in the hands 
of five of the shrewdest men that ever 
went into a contest. Livingstone, 
President of the New York Alliance, 
is using his influence with the soldier 
element for Ingalls. He showed lei-

men, in which they state that when 
the Alliance comes into power they 
will cut off the pensions of old soldiers.

The GAZETTE some time ago 
commenced sending out a circular 
letter to the members of the Legis- 
lature aud the people generally 
with a view of ascertaining what. 


in their judgment, were the best

The answers received would indi- 
cate that the people have a great 
big grow] at the burden of taxa- 
tion that they are laboring under, 
but have never giveu the subject 
of reform attention enough to 
know were to commence to cur- 
tail. The majority of answers re- 
ceived would indicate that they 
were willing to intrust the whele 
business to the keeping of a Con- 
stitutional Convention, and would 
look to that body for a solution of 
the problem, and eee bith: 


ing of the present Legislature. | 
Whether it is from the knowledge | 


that past Legislatures have done 
little or nothing to relieve them of 
their burdens and that they have 
lost confidence in their representa- 
tives doing anything, or whether 
they think the Legislature is pew- 
erless to act, the GaAzerre is un- 
able to say, but if one cau judge 
from the answers received, it 
would seem that they do not really 
know what they want. That the 
present Legislature has it in its 
power to accomplish nearly all that 
the people demand cannot be gain- 
said; namely, a very maierial re- 
duction in the expenses of our 
State and county goveruments, and 
a remodeling of the old hackneyed 
way of levying assessments and 
adopting some system by which 
something near a just valuation 
would be put on all classes of prop- 
erty, thereby making our tax levy 
less on the one hundred dollars, 
and which would do more to in- 
vite outside capital to invest 
within our borders than anything 
else that we could do. If the Leg- 
islature is not going to do this, 
hen the sooner we have a Consti- 
tutional Convention the better, 
and we would suggest that after 
formally electing the ilon. John. P. 
Jones United States Senator and 
selecting a Warden for the 
Penitentiary, they proceed to can- 
vass the vote on the question and 
proceed immediately to the pas- 
sage of a law calling a Convention, 
making arrangements for the selec- 
tion of deiegaies and then adjourn 
subject to the call of the Governor. 
In the- meantime a new organic 
law can be framed and submitted 
to the people, and, if ratified by 
them, the Governor can call a 
special session, and they can pass 
such laws as are deemed nevessary 
under the new condition ef things. 
On the other hand, if the members 
are truly in earnest, then some- 
thing in line with the GAZETTE’s 
suggestion editorially made on 
January 6,we think would meet 
with the approbation of the people. 
Extracts from the suggestions are 
herewith reproduced: 

Commence with the Legislature 
and limit the session to forty days. 
Make a new apportionment, and 
reduce the Senate to fourteen 
members and the Assembly to 
twenty-four. Fix the per diem of 
member at five dollars, and mile- 
age to cover only actual traveling 
expenses both ways. Limit the 
number of officers and attaches and 
fix their per diem on a scale grad- 
uated to the service rendered at 
prices paid for clerical labor in 
business pursuits at the present 
day. Dipense with the deputies in 
the State Capitol and at the prisen 
and make a limited appropriation 
to pay for two months’ clerk hire 
annually in the preparation of re- 
ports in the offices of Controller, 
Treasurer and Land Register. 

Dispense with the private secre- 


a ‘ tary of the Governor, and require 
the Secretary of State to keep the 


records of the Board of Pardons 

and Prison Commissioners. Re- 
quire the Lieutenant-Governor to 
perform the duties ef State Libra- 


Orphans’ Home. Limit the force 
of clerks in the State Land Office 
to actual needs under the oath of 
the Land Register, and fix the 
compensation. Stop the boot and 
shoe manufactory at the State 
Prison. Reduce the appropriation 
for the expenses of the Fish Com- 
missioner and also the State Print- 
ing Office. Fix the amount for the 
household expenses of the Super- 
intendent of the Insane Asylum 
and the Warden of the State 
Prison and the Superintendent of 
Orphans Home. Then scale down 
the salaries of all constitutional 
offices to take effect at the close of 
the terms of the present incum- 
bents. 

This would save the State about 
$45,000 per annum, and not cripple 
the service in the least. 


AN INTELLIGENT ROOSTER. 
He Is Deaf and Dumb, But Is Able to 
Take His Own Part. 

A gentleman living on the outskirts 
of the city, near Black Rock, owns 
a curiosity the like of which Barnum 


never dreamed of, says the Buffalo 
(N. v.) Express. It is a deaf-and-dumb 
rooster — a_ full-grown, brilliantly 
plumed, brown Leghorn chanticleer 
—that has lost his voice, can 
neither crow nor cluck, nor make 
any other audible sound with his vocal 
apparatus; does not wake up the neigh- 
borhood at five o’clock in the morning 
with an everlasting cock-a-doodle-doo; 
does not give an alarm of hawks every 
time a black cloud crosses the sun, but 
is still as much the lord of the chicken 
park as ever. | 

He has not always been thus. Up to 
the time he was eight nihs old he 
was as noisy as any young rooster need 
be. Then he got his head caught in a 
barbed-wire fence im such a way as to 
mangle his neck and probably tear out 
the vocal cords. Losing the power to 


make sounds, he evidently forgot how 
to hear them. At least now, at the age 
of three years, he gives no evidence of 
hearing. But he makes his eyes an- 


swer for ears and voice, too. If any one 
wanted proof that he was really deaf 
und dumb, those eyes would be convinc- 
ing. There is nothing he does not see. 
When the first glow of sunrise appears 
he begins the duties of the day by rous- 
ing all the rest of the fowls in the hen- 
nery in his own original way. He walks 
around to each one, and kicks it off its 
perch. There is no resisting such an in- 
vitation to get up. It’s much more ef- 
fective than crowing. When he gets a 
challenge to fight he does not stop to 
announce what he can do. He goes and 
does it. And his battles are all victor- 
ious. = 

The most remarkable thing about 
this intelligent bird, however, is the 
fact that, though deaf, he can dis- 
tinguish betwen an admonition to 
‘“‘shoo” and a request to come to dinner. 
How he does itis a mystery, but it is 
believed that he tells by the motions of 
the lips and general attitude of the per- 
son who addresses him. | 

A course of instruction in a deaf-and- 
dumb institute is all this rooster needs 
to learn to talk with his spurs. - |

THE REDUCTION WORKS. 


Sound Law and a 
Decision. 


Judge Cheney rendered the follow- 
ing decision in the suit of Reno 
Smelting, Mining and Reduction 
Works, plaintiff, vs. C. C. Stevenson, 
et al., defendants : 


To set aside the decree rendered in 
this action September 17, 1890, and 
secure a new trial thereof, the defend- 
ants, on December 6, 1890, the time 
for said purpose having been by stipu- 
lation extended from October 25th to 
said date, filed an unsigned document 
purporting to be a statement on mo- 
tion for new trial. On December 27 
they noticed a motion for leave to 
amend said statement by having the 
name of their attorney subscribed there- 
to. No order or stipulation had been 
made when said motion to amend was 
noticed or presented, extending the 
time of the plaintiff amendments 
thereto. Upon the oral argument, 
and in the briefs, it is conceded that 
the motion should be granted if the 
Court has jurisdiction to allow any 
amendments to said statement to be 
made. The rule is well settled that 
when the time named in the statute 
or given ‘by stipulation or order for 
making or amending a statement has 
expired, the Court is without jurisdic- 
tion to extend the time, or authorize 
the making or amendment of a state- 
ment; and that rule controls this 
motion, unless the time for filing 
amendments was extended by Rule 24 
of District Court rules. That rule, 
however, only applies when the time 
vi one party has been enlarged by 
order of the Court or Judge. It does 
not purport to apply to cases, like the 
present, where the time has been ex- 
tended by stipulation. I do not 
think this case is within the letter or 
reason of the rule, which is, that 
when the Court has granted a favor to 
one party an equal favor is likewise 
extended to the other without further 
application. That each party shall 
give as much as he takes. As orders 
of this kind are usually granted 
without notice, the rule is fair and 
just; but where time is eniarged 
by stipulation the parties may 
make any condition, or secure 
a like favor for themselves 
when they make the stipulation, and 
if they do not, it may fairly pre- 
sumed, especiaily when they are not 
asking more, that they are satisfied 
with the statutory period. It follows, 
therefore, that the time for plaintiff 
to offer amendments to the statement 
had expired before this motion was 
made, and the jurisdiction of 
the Court to grant this motion 
was. thereby lost. It would hardly 
be contended that the Court has juris- 
diction to allow the defendants to 
amend the statement and not jurisdic- 
tion to allow the plaintiff to do the 
same thing, and yet that would be the 
effect of allowing this motion. It is 
therefore denied. 


Righteous 


have been denied on accout of the con- 
dition of the papers preseuted and the 
unauthorized use of the files of this 
Court disclosed thereby. This point 
would not have been noticed when not 
urged by counsel were it not thata 
failure to do so might be considered 
an implied sanction of what has been 
done in this respect. Inthe statement 
presented, the findings and decree of 
this Court in this actlon—the original 
le papers have been taken bodily 
and inserted between and attached to 
other documents and filed and served 
as a statement. It is unnecessary to 
inguire how or why this was done. It 
was wholly unauthorized and is with- 
out any pretense of justification. Pa- 
pers and documents filed in a judicial 
proceeding, espocially the solemn de- 
crees and findings of tae Court, are 
not only public property and public 
records, but are often the foundation 
and assurance of private property and 
private rights. Their safe keeping and 
preservation, free from alteration or 
destruction, is of such importance that 
it is entrusted to public officers, and 
for the faithful discharge of this trust 
the security of an official oath and 
bond is required. When a private pa- 
per is filed in a cause it becomes public 
property and cannot be altered, 
changed or withdrawn, except by per- 
mission of the Court. An individual 
has no more right to alter it in the 
least particular than he has to destroy 
it altogether. It is difficult to imagine 
a greater disregard of the nature of 
these papers than has been shown in 
this action. The filesof this Court were 
not only taken, without authority, 
from their proper place of custody, 
but their identity as files practically 
lost and destroyed by being merged 
and concealed in the midst of a volu- 
minous statement on motion for a new 
trial, and I am not content that such 
a use of the record of this Court should 
have even the implied sanction of pas- 
sive acquiesence, or that the same 
should pass unnoticed or unrebuked 
whenever in any manner brought to 
the atten ion of the Court. 

It is therefore ordered that said 
findings and decree be forthwith de- 
tached from said statements, and with 
leave to defendants without preju- 
dice to their rights) to substitute cop- 
ie thereof in the same places in said 

tement, and that a judgment roll 
be forthwith made and filed in this 
action as of the date when the decree 
herein was rendered.

An African Story 


Accredited to Emin 
Pasha. 

Emin Pasha, tne story of whose res- 
cue from Central Africa is well known 
to the world, is an enthusiastic student 
of natural history, and had made a col- 
lection at his headquarters on the Up- 
per Nile, which he was compelled to 
abandon. 

One of the objects of his interest in 
the equatorial province was a species 
of chimpanzee, and Mr. Stanley tells 
some remarkable stories regarding 
Emin’s observations. 

According to Stanley’s account, the 
equatorial chimpanzee is not greatly 
the inferior in intelligence of some of 
the human beings found there. 

The forest of Msongwa is infested by 
a tribe of chimpanzees of great stature, 
whe make almost nightly raids on the 
villages and little plantations of the 
Mswa natives. carrying away their 
bananas and vtlier fruits. There is 
nothing very remarkable about this 
fact, since many kinds of animals make 
pillaging forays upon the habitations of 
men; but the surprising part of Emin’s 
narrative is the stutement that in these 
thieving raids the chimpanzeés make 
use of lighted torches to hunt out the 
fruit. . 

If I had not myself been a witness 
of this spectacle,” Mr. Stanley reports 
Emin as saying, nothing would ever 
have made me believe that any race of 
monkeys possessed the art of making
